Ihe dispalches, telling who Ihe cor- 
respondent was, why he happened 
to be on that particular spot at that 
particular time, and the exciting 
business of getting the news out of 
Europe or Asia safely to America 
thai you and I might read it. 


The foreign correspondent is to 


all of us a romantic fellow. At the 
end of his book Mr. Gramling has 
given a brief biography of 65 AP 
foreign correspondents whose dis- 
patches form the actual text of this 
World War No. 2 history. 
And I 


say authoritatively that "Free Men 
Arc Fighling" is just that—a history 
of the first three years of the sec- 
ond World War, on which there is 
no other textbook as yet. 


And on Page 355 of "Free Men 


Are Fighting" I find Mr. Gramling 
has included mention of our own 
town. 
I should explain

writing his book he has sandwich- 
ed in between the foreign stories 
snatches of minor news items tell- 
ing how civilian life was getting 
along while war raged abroad. One 
of these 'snatches" is about Hope. 
The quotation follows:

stripped of their jackets and ship- 
ped for military mess tables.

During the first World War, more 


than 0,000,000 pounds of dchydrat 
ed potatoes were sent overseas, 
But the boys didn't like them.
